The Institute of Pacific Relations, now 
in session at Banff, is an international and 
unofficial organization which seeks to cul- 
tivate friendship and confidence among all 
the peoples bordering on the western sea. 
There is obvious need of such an organiz- 
ation, and no danger of it running out of 
a job. 


HERE'S HOPING 

As a side-result of the “new deal” in the 
United States, it is suggested British Co- 
lumbia may be given a strong inducement 
and a sound economic opportunity to adopt 
a thorough-going forestration policy with 
a view to protecting and permanently 
maintaining its timber supply. 

The Pacific province depends largely on 
the United States market to absorb its 
export of some classes of timber and 
timber products. Its strongest competi- 
tors in that market are the states of Wash- 
ington and Oregon. In the arrangement 
made by the Government at Washington 
with the lumbermen of those states, pro- 
visions are included to prevent the forests 
being over-cut, to assure protection 
against fires and insect destroyers, and to 
thus perpetuate the supply. 

It is reasonable to suppose that British 
Columbia timber will be admitted into the 
American market only on terms which 
will be fair to the Washington and Oregon 
lumbermen; that is, terms which would 
make it equally possible to finance like 
protective measures in British Columbia, 
and may even compel such measures as a 
condition of the admission of British Co- 
lumbia lumber into the United States. 

It is not very complimentary to Cana- 
dian foresight that we have to wait for 


pressure from abroad before adopting 
effective policies for the preservation of 
our forest wealth. But the forests are 


worth more than the national dignity in- 
volved, and it is to be hoped not only Brit- 
ish Columbia, but all the timber exporting 
provinces, will find themselves constrained

If we had the Russian system in Canada, there 
would be far more union officials than capitalists 
shot, according t6 Robt. J. Cromie, publisher of the 
Vancouver Sun, who has returned from a nine-day 
trip to Leningrad and Moscow with a changed view 
of Russia. There was a time when Mr. Cromic 
was full of denunciation for Russia; now he is certain 
that the success of the Russian experiment is 
assured, and that with the modified Communism 
evolved and the spirit of the Russian people, every 
material obstacle will be overcome. 

Nine days is not an unduly long time to give to 
a survey of an experiment in a great country that 
sprawls over two continents from the Baltic to the 
Pacific, that has Heaven knows how many races 
and tongues—even for Mr. Cromie, who is a dynamo 
of energy. He used autos and airplanes and has 
notes of interviews with 110 different people in 
varying walks of life, whom he buttonholed during 
those strenuous nine days 

He says he was humbugg@ed with red tape offi- 
cialism, depressed at first by the absence of attrac- 
tive display in the shops, is critical of the 
dilatoriness of their queue system of disbursing 
foodstuffs, but says the millions he saw in the two 
great cities were sufficiently (though not over- 
amply) clothed, fed and housed, had time for sport 
and culture and were all imbued with zeal for the 
Soviet system 


Mr. Cromie’s report differs sharply from that of 
a Labor M.P. who has recently returned from the 
Ukraine and says he saw with his own eyes the 
evidence of starvation. Perhaps both contradictory 
observers are substantially true. The Ukraine 
economically as remote from Leningrad and Mos- 
cow as the prairie provinces are from Toronto and 
Montreal, and separated by 18 hours of rail journey 
from the latter.

His son William, whom he now 
fecks to exonerate of the crime, was 
also tried and convicted, and sen- 
tenced to be hanged at the Fort jail

McLean tells of having had some 
beer to drink at Vermilion in the 
afternoon of September 30 
DRANK MORE BEER 

He relates how he and his son 


had supper between 5 and 6 p.m., 
on Seut. 30, at a Chinese restaurant 
near the pool room 

“We then went back and drank 
more beer,” he states 


“At dark I told him, ‘let’s go. He 
said, ‘where are you going?’ | said 
‘I am going out to camp.” 

McLean then states that “it was 


just a little after dark, so we start- 
ed west and when we got to Win- 
ter's Corner I told him to turn 
south and we would see Parsille.” 

“What do you want him for?” 
asked William. 

“I'm going to hold him up, 
forted the father 

“I'm not going to have anything 
to do with it,” replied the’ son 

McLean, senior, then relates how 
they arrived at the Parsille farm, 
with the son still protesting that 
he would not have anything to do 
with the hold-up.

his escape, the son by this time 
having arrived back 

They drove toward Edmonton 
and McLean remembered he had 


left the exploded shell on the farm
